It is true that sheep do clear away

I have carefully 
noticed, and I think no one familiar with 
the mountains will deny the statement 
that open ground holds snow longer than 
timber land, and that onr summer water 
comes from tbe rocky cliffa and canyons 
above the timber ranges almost entirely, 
where there is scarcely any brush to de- 
stroy. Outside tho timber belt, v here 
there is nothing to prevent tbe entire 
snow full reaching tho ground, and 
nothing to break the fora* of tho wind, 
one of tbe moat powerful agencies in pre- 
serving the water eupplvcomes into play 
by forming solid bodies of snow Into 
drifts, tbe most effective means of eaviog 
water for fltimtner irrigation, and if it 
wero not for vast drifts which hold snow 
until lato in the summer all the horrors 
prophesied from spring floods and sum- 
mer droughts would bo realized.
